Middle States 
To Visit Prep 

A team of twenty educators 
from the Middle States Associa¬ 
tion of Colleges and Secondary 
Schools will visit Brooklyn Prep 
for three days beginning March 
26, 1963. The purpose of this 
organization is to evaluate the 
educational program of second¬ 
ary schools and colleges on the 
Eastern seaboard. 

During its stay at Prep, the group 
will make a minute study of all aspects 
of Prep life. All classes will be care¬ 
fully observed. All of Prep's facilities— 
academic, guidance, spiritual, athletic, 
library, curricular, and extra-curricular 
—will come under the careful eye of 
this committee. It will be interested 
in studying the relationship between 
students and faculty. In short, the 
committee will seek to learn Prep's 
philosophy of education, to leam how 
well the school's program conforms to 
this philosophy, and to discover how 
Prep meets the needs of the students 
and community. 

Preparation Begun 

Work has already begun in prepara¬ 
tion for the coming evaluation. During 
the past summer all the classrooms 
were refinished and new desks were 
installed. The modern language facil¬ 
ities were improved considerably. 

Committee Formed 

To supervise the enormous task of 
preparation, a steering committee has 
been formed among the faculty, con¬ 
sisting of four men: Fr. Kelly, S.J., 
chairman, Fr. Farrand, S.J., Fr. Mus- 
selman, S.J., and Mr. Devlin. In ad¬ 
dition, the Prep faculty has organized 
subcommittees to study every aspect 
of the Prep that will be included in 
the evaluation of the Middle States 
Association. Each department has 
formed its own subcommittee to study 
its particular syllabus and the methods 
employed in teaching it. 

Every effort is being made to ad¬ 
vance the work already begun. No¬ 
thing will be overlooked that can con¬ 
tribute to the improvement of Brook¬ 
lyn Prep.

A man can call himself truly educated only when he achieves 
an integration between all the arts, all the sciences, and all the 
experiences of human life. Such an integration can only spring 
from a meaningful perception of an ultimate purpose behind every¬ 
thing that falls within a man’s experience. The Catholic college 
exists precisely to help a person achieve this integration. 

Why, then, do Catholics attend secular institutions? Apart 
from economic reasons, the two main desires of such Catholics 
could be termed "liberty” and "liberality.” 

"I want to see how the other half lives.” 

"I want to get a new viewpoint; the Catholic Church is too 
parochial.” 

"Everyone knows the secular colleges are better.” 

All of these are manifestations of premature individualism, a 
shortsighted desire to meet a new world before one has mastered 
the old. 

For the dubious superiority that a secular college supposedly 
possesses, the young student will encounter, amid a maze of contra¬ 
dictory and doubtful doctrines, a cynical credo that rejects the 
possibility of any absolute truth, and regards man’s activity only 
in the light of its sociological or intellectual impacts. This deifi¬ 
cation of the rational, this flat denial of a moral code, will exclude 
all possibility of a unified, ordered outlook on life. After four years, 
the student can hardly avoid being affected by the skeptical, non¬ 
chalant, and tenuous credo to which he was exposed. Drifting 
freely and randomly, without purpose or goal, many adopt finan¬ 
cial achievement as the standard of success and soon they are lost 
amid a thousand others in a sea of disillusionment. 

Opposed to the turmoil of the secular institution, the Catholic 
college offers to the growing intellectual a program of ordered 
development. With faculties and curricula of outstanding and 
recognized calibre, Catholic universities offer him the opportuni¬ 
ties to strive for excellence as he strives for God. As the young 
man matures, he begins to see intrinsic value in the apparent chaos 
about him. In such an atmosphere he can arrive at a focal point 
for his future. He can discover the very real significance of his 
own life. Only under the direction of the Church and in a Catholic 
college will the Catholic intellectual attain the insight, knowledge, 
and education necessary to orient himself as a twentieth century 
Christian. 

SPORTUGHT ON: bill blum 


One of the most important and responsible men on any foot¬ 
ball team is the center. Since he has to handle the ball on every 
offensive play, he must always guard against a fumble, which 
could make the difference betwen a win and a loss. On defense 
he has to stop enemy backs when they try the numerous "up the 
middle” plays. 

Many football teams have had to 
play out their schedules with a weak 
man in his key position. Such is not 
the case at Brooklyn Prep this year. 
Co-captain Bill Blum has handled this 
position expertly. After being named 
the Most Valuable Player on Jayvee 
two years ago, Bill moved right up 
to the varsity. Last season he was 
chosen the Most Improved Player on 
the varsity squad, and received hon¬ 
orable mention from most of the all¬ 
city teams. This year Bill has been 
better than ever. He has been stop¬ 
ping enemy backs at the line of 
scrimmage time and again, as well 
as clearing the way for Prep ball¬ 
carriers. 

As Thanksgiving Day and the traditional game with our arch-rival 
St. John’s Prep draw near, this topic was foremost in Blum’s mind. 

“As our record proves, we have not been too successful this year; but 
a convincing win against St. John’s could make up for a lot of our mistakes. 
No matter how well either of us does in our other games, this is always a 
close, hard-fought contest. Last year many people thought we would run 
St. John’s off the field, but we only beat them by a touchdown. I guess you 
could say that the better of the two teams is always a little off form, while 
the underdog plays a little over its head.” 

After having two consecutive undefeated squads, Brooklyn Prep has 
been faced with the prospect of backing a loser. Many Eagle fans have been 
rooting the team on in praiseworthy fashion despite the poor record. We 
were curious to hear our sportlighter’s opinion of this “never say die” spirit. 

“Although many people do not realize it, it means a lot to each player 
on the field when he knows that the spectators in the stands are behind him. 
I know it gives me a good feeling to hear everyone cheering, even though 
we may be losing. I think a great example of how much fan support helps 
a team was the Blessed Sacrament game of two years ago. Even though 
unbeaten, we were picked to lose. However we battled them to a scoreless 
tie, mainly because we had many more backers in the stands than they did.” 

Even more important than the support of the fans is the ability of the 
coaches on the sidelines to prepare their players both mentally and physically 
for each game. Bill’s admiration for Coaches Perry and Walters is great. 

“I think we are very fortunate to have the services of Mr. Perry and 
Mr. Walters. They are two of the best coaches in the city and both of them 
are respected and liked by all the players on the team. It’s hard work for a 
coach to correct the mistakes which a team repeats week after week. But 
these men come back again and again to teach us the right way. They 
deserve a lot of credit for the job they have done.” 

Bill Blum has shown great spirit and leadership as co-captain of the 
football squad. As for next year, Bill is hoping for an appointment to the 
Naval Academy at Annapolis.

Eagles Show Spirit 
Despite Five Losses 


Although Prep’s varsity football squad has compiled a poor 
record this season, their spirit and drive has been admirable. This 
should make the Redmen a little wary on Thanksgiving Day. 

Following a 32-0 loss at the hands of unbeaten Don Bosco 
H.S. of New Jersey, the varsity eleven captured their first victory 


of the current season by nipping 

In the first quarter, before the bus¬ 
loads of loyal Prep rooters arrived, 
the Kaydets drew first blood, scoring 
on a long drive after the opening kick¬ 
off. The Eagles came to life in the 
second half, scoring twice, and con¬ 
trolling the pigskin for almost the 
entire half. 

After the spirited Prep line, led by 
Tom Harmon, broke through and 
blocked a punt on the N.Y.M.A. 22 
yard-line, Sammy Fant wove through 
the defense on a 20 yard touchdown 
jaunt. Bob Kelley booted the extra 
point and Prep took the lead 7-6. 

The final tally of the day came in 
the fourth quarter when quarterback 
Kelley engineered a 92 yard drive in 
five plays, highlighted by Joe Farreirs 
60 yard sideline scamper and brought 
to completion by fullback Bob Schie- 
bel’s 1 yard plunge to paydirt. The 
conversion was missed, but Prep came 
out on top, 13-6. 

In their next encounter, the Eagles 
suffered a heartbreaking loss to Ford- 
ham Prep at Boys’ High Field. Fate 
was with the Rams as they recovered 
a fumble in the end zone on an in¬ 
tended Prep punt. This was the only 
score of the game until the last four 
seconds, when the Eagles attempted 
a pass and alert Fordham halfback 
Schmerge picked off the aerial deep 
in Prep territory and streaked, un¬ 
touched, into the end zone. Fullback 
Elia bulled his way for the two points 
as the gun sounded. Prep showed 
great spirit in this battle but the tal¬ 
ented toe of Ram quarterback Robin¬ 
son saved Fordham from many tough 
spots. 

On Sunday, October 29, the Kaydets 
from Xavier journeyed to Boys High 
to meet the Eagle eleven. In this con¬ 
test, the Prep offense drove time and 
time again into Xavier territory only 
to be stopped because of bad ball¬ 
handling by the Eagle backfield. An 
acute case of fumblitis constantly

plagued the Eagles’ drives, causing 
them to lose to Catholic Football Con¬ 
ference rival Xavier by a score of 7-0. 
The Eagles, now 0 and 2 in league 
competition, have been mathemat¬ 
ically eliminated from capturing their 
third straight Conference title. 

The only score came midway in the 
first period when Kaydet halfback 
Frank Merlo plunged across the Prep 
goal after a 40 yard broken-field run. 
The extra point was added and it 
proved to be the last score of the 
game. The only bright spots in the 
game were the defensive work of Bill 
Blum and Lee Cutrone, and the fine 
running displayed by Joe Farrell and 
Lou Petrizzo. 

The Eagle scoring punch was con¬ 
siderably hampered by the loss of 
fullback Bob Schiebel and tackle Tom 
Harmon, both of whom were unable 
to play because of injuries sustained in 
the Fordham game. After the game, 
Frank Merlo of Xavier was awarded 
the annual Rector’s Award as the 
outstanding player of the Brooklyn 
Prep-Xavier game. 

A determined St. Joseph team from 
Secaucus, New Jersey, handed the 
Eagles their fifth defeat of the season 
by an overpowering 40-0 score. 

St. Joseph’s broke into the scoring 
column late in the first quarter when 
Tom Greigo returned a Brooklyn Prep 
punt, thirty yards for a touchdown. 
After an Eagle drive had been halted, 
a lateral from Petrocelli to Campbell 
gave St. Joseph’s a touchdown and a 
13-0 lead at the end of the first quar¬ 
ter. In a tight second period St. Joseph 
added another touchdown, while an 
Eagle drive was once more curtailed. 

In the second half, St. Joseph’s 
showed why they were ranked high 
in an unofficial high school poll as 
they drove for three more touchdowns 
making the final score 40-0.

Even without leading spike- 
men Kevin Lanigan and Bill Az¬ 
zinaro, the powerful Prep unit 
shut out St. John’s Prep by 
sweeping the first five places. Pat 
Neubert broke the tape first, fol¬ 
lowed by Bob Grossberger, Joe 
Fedele, Lou Forte, and Walt 
O’Brien, respectively. 

The solid Jayvee team matched the 
Varsity’s feat, and the scorers for this 
trounce were led in by A1 Renna, with 
Marty Buckley, Ronnie Homer, George 
Conk, and Tom Patitucci close on his 
trail. 

The Frosh squad completed the day 
by polishing off a 26-29 victory. Ken 
Robotham (7:08) and Chris Termini 
(7:12) ran second and third, while 
Darryl Parchment, Marc Verini, and 
Jim Clarke came in sixth, seventh, 
and eighth. 

The St. John’s Interscholastic Meet 
provided the first championship run, 
and Mr. Lawrence’s harriers obliged 
with a fifteenth place in a field of 
fifty schools. Kevin Lanigan chugged 
the two and a half mile grind in 14:50, 
while Pat Neubert, Bill Azzinaro, Joe 
Fedele, and Walt O’Brien made for¬ 
midable showings. 

A week later in the Eastern State 
Championships, the team improved to 
tenth, with Lanigan, Forte, Azzinaro, 
Neubert, and Bruce Buono comprising 
the unit. 

In the Diocesan meet on October 
27, the ever-improving team clipped 
off another place for ninth. Once 
again, the scorers were Lanigan, Az¬ 
zinaro, Neubert, Forte, and Buono, 
with four of the men tallying a time 
under fifteen minutes. 

The best showing of the season oc¬ 
curred on Election Day in the Private 
School Championships. The team dis¬ 
played its depth with a well-earned 
seventh finish, as each competitor 
turned in his best time. Lanigan 
crossed the line in twenty-third, and 
Forte (14:41), Azzinaro (14:42), 
Grossberger (14:43), and Neubert 
(14:59) followed close behind. 

The J.V. has shown considerable 
strength, placing sixteenth among forty 
schools in the St. John’s run, and then 
grabbing eighth in the Eastern States 
meet. There were two outstanding 
individual efforts in these meets, by 
Frank Zagare, eleventh in the second 
J.V. race, and Jay Heavey, sixteenth 
in the porkchop race.
